Sierra Madre has share of ‘monsters’ 


Bears and lions? Sierra Madre has them, 
although none has been sighted for several years. 
They’re lurking out there, back in the shadows. 

Wolves, no. But we do have some close re¬ 
latives who are even larger and they’re not lurk¬ 
ing. They’re out on our streets and our hiking 
trails. Monsters, they are almost double the weight 
of a timber wolf. 

What should we do? Love them. These mon¬ 
sters, close to 3 feet high at the shoulder, are 
Red Riding Hood’s wish come true: dear, sweet, 
lovable “grammas” who wouldn’t eat anybody. 

These over-sized marshmallows are called Irish 
wolfhounds and two Sierra Madre families have 
them: Mike Cherry and his wife, Kim Oliver, 
on Grove Street, and G. Karen Wolftenholme 
and Dr. Larry Newton on Oakcrest. 

Mike is the culprit who started it all. He 
came to Sierra Madre in 1983 and met one 
of our natives, Kim, who became his wife last 
year. 

He had been into miniature poodles, but, 
smitten with his lovely lady, asked what she’d 
like for her birthday. 

“An Irish wolfhound,” was the answer. 

He finally located one in Missouri and was 


appalled at the size of the puppy when it ar¬ 
rived. 

The “monster” captivated its master and mis¬ 
tress and eventually two more were added, two 
for Kim and Mike and the one who makes 
his home on Oakcrest, whom Mike has trained. 

He shows all three dogs, taking them to 
monthly dog shows. One is entered in conforma¬ 
tion shows which Mike describes as “beauty con¬ 
tests.”

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Pets need 
protection 
during Juiy 4 

As preparations are made to cele¬ 
brate the 4th of July, the Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia Veterinary Medical Association 
(SCVMA) reminds pet owners that the noise 
created by exploding fireworks can be 
not only frightening but dangerous to 
pets. 

The San Gabriel Valley Humane So¬ 
ciety Joins this group. 

Sudden, sharp, or prolonged noise 
from fireworks can cause extensive dam¬ 
age to the sensitive nerves of domestic 
animals, the unaccustomed noise often 
turning many normally calm pets into 
nervous, frightened animals. 

Even the most Innocent looking 
sparklers can cause serious accidents. 
Carelessly discarded sparkler wires can 
bum or puncture the feet of both people 
and pets. Serious internal damage may 
occur should an animal chew or swallow 
one of the wires. 

Animals can become careless when 
excited. Dogs should be closely con¬ 
trolled to prevent them from chasing 
fireworks or running into the street in 
their excitement or confusion. 

The SCVMA recommends that pets 
be allowed to remain indoors during the 
July 4th celebration. Owners of especially 
nervous animals may find it helpful to 
contact their veterinarian, who can pre¬ 
scribe an effective medication which wiii 
help the animal through a stressful sit¬ 
uation. 

Except for emergencies, ali six City 
of Los Angeles District Animal Shelters 
will be closed Friday, July 3 and Satur¬ 
day, July 4. All shelters will be operating 
normally again Monday, July 6, from 8 
a.m. until 7 p.m. 

Owners whose pets are impounded 
by the department over the Independence 
Day holiday weekend will be held at least 
until July 13 in an effort to reunite lost 
pets with their owners. However, anyone 
losing their pets over the long weekend 
are encouraged to visit their local animal 
sheltefsae^spon as possible the week

The Safety Council offers these 
safety tips to Southlanders in the hopes 
that together we can make this Fourth of 
July a safe one. 

COOKING OUT-OF-DOORS is a 
great American tradition. Failure to 
read lighting instructions on the fluid 
or fuel, lack of proper ventilation and 
improper disposal of still warm coals 
are three common mistakes which 
can easily be avoided. Allowing chil¬ 
dren to play near the barbecue is an¬ 
other accident waiting to happen. 
Provide other activities for the chil¬ 
dren to enjoy while the food is being 
prepared. 

FIREWORKS, properly diplayed, 
represent our fight for freedom. Im¬ 
properly displayed, they represent 
over 8000 second and third degree 
bums, lacerations and eye injuries. 
Never let children use fireworks un¬ 
supervised. Most injuries happen to 
children 14 years of age or younger. 
Take the family to community spon¬ 
sored events. They’re spectacular. 

TRAFFIC FATALITIES can be 
avoided. Responsible alcohol use, in¬ 
cluding the “designated driver” plan 
can greatly reduce death and injury. 
Defensive driving can help you to stay 
out of the way of the one-in-four 
drivers who are under the influence 
during the holiday. Of course, always 
use safety blets and child safety 
seats.

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emulsification in 95 percent of cataract 
cases today, but there are circumstances that 
preclude its use. 

A small percentage of the cataracts we 
see are too hard to be emulsified by the phaco. 
Sometimes, hard parts of the cataract can be 
chisled out with the phaco, but that is a 
poor use of the tool. A larger incision is 
needed so the lens can be removed intact. 

For these patients, as well as for those 
on whom the phaco can be used, intraocu¬ 
lar lens implants (lOLS) can still be im¬ 
planted. 

Out on the research horizon is another 
option for treating cataracts — an injection 
into the cataract that dissolves the lens so 
it can be evacuated through the tiny inci¬ 
sion. It’s being tested now, but may be five 
years away from FDA approval. 

Frequently, cataract patients also suffer 
from glaucoma. That is the subject of next 
week’s EYE WATCH.

There are people who won’t allow for any 
mistakes in their lives. These perfectionists, as 
they are termed, are usually unrelentingly 
critical and intolerant of themselves. And be¬ 
cause they are human and, therefore, have 
Haws, they never fully accept themselves. 

Unfortunately, they also apply their un¬ 
realistic standards to their friends and loved 
ones. The results are often tragic. The per¬ 
fectionist’s life is characterized by unstable 
moods and interpersonal difficulties. Alcoholism 
ranks high among this population. Whatever 
success they achieve, when they achieve it, is 
often in spite of their perfectionism and 
not because of it as they believe. 

One of the principal reasons that perfection¬ 
ists doggedly press to achieve flawlessness in 
everything they do is to avoid criticism. For 
them, it isn’t so much the feeling of pride that 
comes from doing a job well that motivates them 
as it is the feeling of security it creates for 
their fragile self-image. They are easily crushed 
by the slightest diapprobation, even when the

criticism is benevolently intended, or directed 
toward activities they are unfamiliar with and 
could hardly be expected to do well anyway. 

Let’s consider the following example: Jim 
and Mary were married for 10 years. Theirs 
could have been a happy marriage, for they 
loved each other and were compatible in many 
ways. But Jim refused to relax and allow con¬ 
tentment in his life. He was a classic perfection¬ 
ist and feared that satisfaction with himself 
might lead jb complacency, mediocrity and, 
ultimately, criticismTif his endeavors. 

Because few tasks can ever be performed 
perfectly, Jim rarely felt encouraged by his 
accomplishments. Instead, he experienced on¬ 
going feelings of insecurity and a gnawing lack 
of self-confidence. 

Unfortunately, Jim was just as critical 
of his wife, whom he considered a reflection 
of himself. As a result, he was irritated with 
himself half of the time and irritating to his 
wife the other half. Most of his interpersonal 
contacts also suffered by his judgmental and 
critical manner. 

Much of this pain could have been pre¬ 
vented by Jim if only he would have accepted 
his potential for error. And similar difficulties 
could be avoided by us if we would acknowledge 
this same limitation in ourselves. Accepting this 
view that it is all right to make mistakes will 
decrease our fear of failure and, in the process, 
diminish our level of stress.

OUR DAY OF 
INDEPENDENCE 

The Fourth of July, our greatest patriotic 
holiday, celebrates the birth of our nation, 
July 4, 1776, when John Hancock, president 
of the Continental Congress, and Charles 
Thompson, secretary, signed the Declaration 
of Independence.

Our ancestors were not outcasts from 
civilized society — they sought these 
shores, not as a refuge from punishment, 
but as an asylum for liberty. 

The Fourth of July remains a day of 
oration and observance of our pledge of liberty 
as a people and as a nation, from the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence to the 
present day. We need to understand and feel 
a sense of continuity when liberty is still the 
goal of so many citizens of the world. 

We echo these sentiments.

Our nation’s birthday a 
has been celebrated in v 
many ways, but surely t 
none with more exuber- c 
ance than exhibited by s 
my home town on the | 
banks of the Mississippi ( 
River in those halcyon ( 
years just prior to World I 
War 1. ' 

At daybreak, the vil¬ 
lage blacksmith, with the ; 
help of others placed a ^ 
bag of gunpowder bet¬ 
ween two anvils and lit 
the fuse. The resultant, 
booming roar was heard 
for miles and it literally 
knocked the villagers 
from their beds. The cele¬ 
brants then went to the 
nearest saloon, where they 
launched their own ob¬ 
servance on a tidal wave 
of cold, foamy beer. 

After breakfast the 
sound of firecrackers 
and guns gave notice that 
the children of the vil¬ 
lage were going into ac¬ 
tion and by ten o’clock 
the days festivities were 
officially started when the 
local chapter of the 
G.A.R. Civil War Vet¬ 
erans led the parade down 
Main Street. The old men 
marched smartly along, 
their campaign hats at a 
jaunty angle, their pol¬ 
ished boots kicking up 
dust as the fife and drum 
corps tootled and ra-ta- 
ta-ed between the cheer¬ 
ing crowds on the side¬ 
walks. Then came boat 
races on the river, swim¬ 
ming races in the steam¬ 
boat channel and foot 
races down Main Street. 
The street was crowded 
with people from the vil¬ 
lage and farmers from 
out of town. Even spe¬ 
cial trains were run this 
day. 

So it went all morn¬ 


ing, but at noon came o 
a distinct lull. Everyone a 
went home to eat the v 
traditional dinner of the c 
day . . . fried chicken, t 
spicey potato salad, new f 
potatoes and peas and S 
corn-on-the-cob from the < 
gardens. All followed by I 
homemade cake and ice I 
cream. ' 

The heat, excitement i 
and heavy food brought 
on a torpor for many, 
and the old folks in par¬ 
ticular sought the shady 
sanctuaries of front por¬ 
ches.

Some of the village loth- 
arios, full of beer and 
false enthusiasm over the 
fancied charms of a girl 
on Shantyboat Row, let 
their tempers get away 
from them. A bloodied 
nose, a “shiner” or two 
and it was all over. 


On the front porches, 
small talk died away in 
the darkness and the 
children sprawled on the 
grass and savored the 
smell of burnt powder 
and scorched paper, re¬ 
minders of the skyrock¬ 
ets, Roman candles and 
sparklers. From darkened 
parlours came the me¬ 
chanical tinkle of a play- 


By nine o’clock it was 
all over. Guests departed, 
mothers reminded their 
children to pay a visit 
to the outhouse, wash 
their feet in the water- 
bucket at the back door, 
and go to bed. Fireflies 
appeared and added their 
own wondrous illumin¬ 
ation to the soft, summer 
air. 

Another Fourth had 
been celebrated, with 
moods ranging from bois¬ 
terous to reverential. The 
emotional impact was 
complete, because all had 
fully participated, re¬ 
membered what the day 
meant and each had ob¬ 
served the great day in 
his own way, not soon 
to be forgotten. It was 
good for the individual 
and so it was good for 
the nation.

WE THE PEOPLE - Even if 
one knows very little about the 
history of our Constitution, the 
words "We the People" are familiar. 
They are the start of the Preamble to 
the Constitution. As when it was 
written 200 years ago, the words of 
the Preamble still represent the 
essence of our American ideal. 

The Preamble was not written 
by committee, as the body of the 
Constitution was, but by the pen of 
primarily one man: Gouverneur 
Morris of Pennsylvania In 1787, 
Morris, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, was selected as one of 
Pennsylvania's delegates to the na¬ 
tional meeting called to amend the 
Articles of Confederation He was 


one of the more loquacious members, 
speaking often on a variety of issues 
His greatest contribution at the 
Convention came when he was 
elected to the "Committee of Style,” 
responsible for revising and arrang¬ 
ing the articles agreed upon by the 
Convention Given the magnitude of 
the task, the last item the five men 
(Morris, William Samual Johnson, 
Alexan-der Hamilton, James 
Madison and Rufus King) wanted to 
linger over was a Preamble. 

Originally, the Preamble as 
created by the Committee of Detail 
read, "We the undersigned citizens 
of the States of New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts Bay,...” and so on. 
Morris dealt with the wording 


quickly. "We the People of the Uni 
ted States,” he wrote. He continued: 
"...in Order to form a more perfect 
Union, establish justice, insure 
domestic Tranquility, provide for the 
common defence, promote the 
general Welfare, and secure the 
Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and 
our Posterity, do ordain and 
establish this Constitution for the 
United States of America ” 

After the Convention, James 
Madison said, "The finish given to 
the style and arrangement...fairly 
belongs to the pen of Mr. Morris.” 
Two centuries later, Gouverneur 
Morris’ words continue to have 
significance in our lives .

1887-CENTENNIAL-1987

By July of this year the Sierra Madre Pub¬ 
lic Library is halfway through its centennial 
year celebration. As 1 ponder on what makes 
this town and tfua library unique, 1 recall the 
making of the Sierra Madre Historical Quilt 
in 1976. The story of the quilt tells much about 
our town and our library. 

It was 1976, America’s bicentennial birth¬ 
day, when Librarian Margaret Duran made a 
casual, but sincere, remark that Sierra Madre 
should have an historical quilt. Almost in¬ 
stantly the idea took hold. A quilt was al¬ 
together appropriate and desirable, in fact 
essential. 

The Sierra Madre Historical Society and the 
Sierra Madre Public Library agreed to spon¬ 
sor and finance the project. And Duran who 
had never quilted nor made a quilt was thrust 
into the chairmanship of the undertaking. 

Undaunted, she asked for volunteers from 
the Historical Society, library staff, library

Together the women decided on the de¬ 
signs and fabrics to be used on the quilt and 
made up individual kits, with design and fabric 
for each worker to use. 

As each completed block came in, it was 
pinned up on a wall at the library so every¬ 
one could see the quilt grow. Slowly the quilt 
took shape. Then began the enormous task 
of putting it together. 

Wesley cut frames for each picture, added 
batting and backing, then basted it all together. 
She set it in her grandmother’s 100-year-old 
quilt frame, and asked the maker of each 
square to come in and quilt it. 

It was a lone process. Finally the quilt 
was sent to a quilt shop in Sunland where a 
patriotic, energetic lady named Pidgeon Wells 
(over 80 years old) finished the hand quilting. 
It had taken two years, but the dream was 
realized. 

So, finally, this is a story about people, 
people who shared a special goal, and with 
tinacity, dedication, teamwork and persever¬ 
ance made it happen. 

The Sierra Madre Historical Quilt is cur¬ 
rently on display at the library. There is also a 
guide to all the different squares, explaining 
each and the name of the person who worked 
it. Come see the miniature pictorials of land¬ 
marks, groups and events from our city’s past. 
It’s well worth the trip.

No one remembers who said “An in¬ 
surance man is a guy who will loan you an 
umbrella when it isn’t raining,’’ but more people 
do remember that Ambrose Bierce said “In¬ 
surance is an ingenious modern game of 
chance where the players are allowed to com¬ 
fortably think that they are beating the 
dealer.”

Carefully explained, they 
seemed to many like the universal answer, 
safe, regular, secure, reliably if modestly yield¬ 
ing, and so on. 

If you’re considering one of these, pon¬ 
der precisely whether you want just what 
it offers. There are additional charges built 
in, and sometimes heavy charges to get out 
as well as in. Other investments could pay better 
with just as much security. Do you really 
need the insurance? And that may be the 
bottom line: insurance is when other people 
will need income right away if you aren’t 
there. Otherwise, many other types of invest¬ 
ments could fit you better. Ask lots of ques¬ 
tions, find out exactly what the commissions 
and percentages are, whether you can gel out 
easily and economically if nccxssary, and any¬ 
thing else that is a question in your case. 
The probing could save you unpleasant sur¬ 
prises when life takes an unexpected turn.
